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EDITORIAL 


GREAT TASKS 
(LIE AHEAD 

(Editor’s note: The following guest editorial was writ¬ 
ten especially for Florida Highways, by Stanmore Caw- 
thon, political writer, whose “Florida Fanfare” appears 
in three newspapers.) 

Great and complex problems beset the administration 
of Governor Fuller Warren as it takes office this month. 

The balance in the treasury is lower than it has been 
since depression days, costs of the services the state must 
render its citizens are still rising, and some forms of 
revenue are declining. 

The citrus industry is near chaos and some observers 
believe conditions may get worse before they get better. 
Leaders in the industry, unable to agree on a solution to 
their problems, are looking to Tallahassee for help. 

Racing revenue, an important source of old-age assist¬ 
ance funds, dropped 35 per cent in the opening weeks of 
the winter season as compared to last year. And Governor 
Warren already has shown a deep and continuing concern 
ever the pitifully small amounts paid in the past to 
Florida’s needy aged. 

Money must be raised to match federal funds for a 
vast water control program in central and south Florida. 
It would be foolhardy for the state to lose this big federal 
grant by failing to provide its share. Yet, though the 
state’s share of the project is small compared to the 
amount Uncle Sam will spend, it still amounts to several 
million dollars a year which must be found somewhere. 

These and other vexing problems would unquestionably 
dismay many men. There is no indication, however, that 
Governor Warren has experienced any such reaction. 
In characteristic fashion, he started moving in on some 
of them even before he w T as inaugurated. 

His citrus advisory committee hearings, for example, 
had the effect of giving him consderable information and 
knowledge about conditions in the industry. This should 
prove valuable when the governor is called upon to ex¬ 
ercise executive judgment on any plan for helping citrus 
men that may be worked out by the legislature. 

In his attempts to solve the state’s problems and ad¬

vance the welfare of its citizens, Governor Warren posses¬ 
ses several distinct assets. 

For one thing, he knows Florida and its government 
intimately. His service in the legislature and his long 
study of governmental finance should equip him to 
grapple with Florida’s complicated fiscal affairs. 

Another asset which should stand him in good stead 
is his demonstrated ability to get along with people. This 
is especially true in his relations with the legislature. 
In his recent book, “How to Win In Politics,” the gov¬ 
ernor outlined his views on this question. He said he 
believed the executive should furnish leadership and 
assistance to the legislature but should not attempt to be 
a dictator. If the governor and the legislature cooperate 
as well as now appears likely, the coming session should 
accomplish a great deal of good for the state. 

Of great assistance also will be the assistants Warren 
has appointed to help in various capacities during the 
next four years. All appear to be men of energy and 
integrity and the press of the state has applauded the 
governor’s choices. All of them are completely loyal to 
Warren and unquestionably will work hard to make his 
administration a success. 

In summing up the governor’s qualifications, it is 
noteworthy that his campaign in most counties was lead 
with great zeal and fervor by persons who had known 
him 20 years or more. This would indicate that he has 
the ability to make and hold friends. That trait involves 
many characteristics which should help make the Warren 
administration beneficial to the state.

Recently, January 4 to be exact, 
43 year old Fuller Warren reached 
the high water mark in his long po¬ 
litical career when he was inaugurated 
Florida's thirtieth chief executive

icans that causes them to cheer a man 
or woman who clings tenaciously to 
a dream and makes it come true—a 
quality that makes them want to help 
over the last obstacle. Warren has 
that appeal. 

When the ballots were counted for 
governor last May 25, Warren knew 
he had reached a goal toward which 
he had been scrambling almost since 
he was a farm lad in his native Cal¬ 
houn County. 

A mental picture still sharp for 
many Calhoun countians—and how 
they love to tell the story!—is that 
of young Fuller precariously perched 
on a buggy seat as his mother went 
about her duties as home demonstra¬ 
tion agent. 

Governor Warren was born Octo¬ 
ber 3, 1905 in Blountstown, the third 
of seven children of Charles R. and 
Grace Fuller Warren, native Geor¬ 
gians wdio had moved to Florida 
shortly before Fuller’s birth. 

The family purse did not allow 
the pampering of any of the children, 
and Fuller was hired out to a neigh¬ 
boring farmer as a cotton-picker at 
a young age at 75 cents a week and 
lodging. 


He drove a cart in a saw mill at 
13 for 40 cents a day, and claims he 
‘ ‘ hauled away enough sawdust to 
dam up the Mississippi River.” He 
went to sea as a steward on a passen¬ 
ger ship. He sold Bibles in the north 
Alabama mountains; labored in a liv¬ 
ery stable; toted chain in a survey 
party; dipped cattle; served as an 
auctioneer; made two crops as a farm¬ 
er, and did, in his words, “innumer¬ 
able other kinds of dispiriting labor.”

War II, and was awarded a citation 
for Naval Gunnery. 

Warren was elected to the 1927 
House of Representatives from Cal- 


At school, he "majored in the dic¬ 
tionary/’ always being fascinated by 
long words. 

At the University of Florida, which 
he entered at 18 with money loaned 
by then Circuit Judge Amos Lewis 
of Marianna, afterwards State Sena¬ 
tor, Warren was elected president of 
the sophomore class and head cheer 
leader. He waited on tables to help 
pay his expenses. 

He was a middleweight member of 
the 1927 Varsity Boxing Team and 
fought in the first Southern confer¬ 
ence boxing tournament, at Char¬ 
lottesville, Va. He fought twice there; 
was defeated twice. He was a mem¬ 
ber also of the varsity debating team, 
and a feature writer for the univer¬ 
sity newspaper, the Alligator. 

He is the author of three books, 
"Eruptions of Eloquence ”, written in 
1932; "Speaking of Speaking”, writ¬ 
ten in 1944; and his latest and best, 
"How to Win In Politics”, published 
a few weeks before his inauguration. 
He also wrote the widely published 
newspaper column 4 ‘ Facts and 
Figures. ’’ 

Four years’ service in the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps at the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida brought him a com¬ 
mission as a second lientenant and 
afterwards he was a member of the 
Florida National Guard, two facts in 
support of the gunnery officer’s com¬ 
mission he worried out of the Navy 
in World War II after several op¬ 
erations for hernia. He had been re¬ 
jected five times by Army doctors. 

Governor Warren crossed the At¬ 
lantic Ocean 20 times during World

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houn County before he was 21 years 
old, defeating three opponents, a law- 
year, a preacher, a teacher in the 
first primary. He fought hard then 
for enactment of the workman’s com¬ 
pensation law, to help men and women 
injured at work. 

He was the youngest delegate to 
the Democratic national convention 
of 1928, representing Florida’s Third 
Congressional District. He moved to 
Jacksonville in 1929, and gained con¬ 
siderable renown as a lawyer by his 
successful defense of a prison camp 
captain in a sweat box case. 

He was elected a Jacksonville city 
councilman in 1931; re-elected in 
1933 and 1935. He was elected to the 


1939 House of Representatives by the 
largest vote ever having been given 
a candidate for the legislature from 
Duval County up to that time.

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Warren fought then for removal 
of livestock from the public high¬ 
ways, in which he was unsuccessful, 
and to prevent enactment of a gen¬ 
eral sales tax, in which he was suc¬ 
cessful. 

As a candidate for governor in 
1940, he ran third in a field of 11. 


Two points of interest stand out 
from that campaign: 

While a big plank in his guberna¬ 
torial platform was fencing livestock 
off the roads, he carried every “cow 
county’’ including Osceola. 

Another plank was a plan to cut 
the interest rate on county road 
bonds to two percent. A source of 
ironic pleasure to Warren was to read 
in after years of the refunding, 
through use of the State Board of Ad¬ 
ministration of a device somewhat 
similar to the Warren plan, of those 
county bonds at interest rates which 
dropped even below two percent. 

Governor Warren received 32.5 
percent of all the votes cast in the 
first primary in his campaign last 
year, in which there were eight other 
candidates. In the second primary 
run-off he received a total of 299,641 
votes—the biggest amount ever given 
a gubernatorial candidate in this 
state—and carried 49 of the State’s 
67 counties. 

Governor Warren is a Baptist, a

Mason, a member of the Jacksonville 
and State Bar Associations; Ameri¬ 
can Legion, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and a director of the Riverside 
National Bank of Jacksonville.

The adjective “indefatigable,” ac¬ 
cording* to old Noah Webster, means 
incapable of being fatigued, or not 
yielding to fatigue; untiring, tireless. 

There is not a better adjective in 
Webster’s Dictionary to describe 
Florida’s thirtieth governor, the dy¬ 
namic Fuller Warren. 

He is indefatigable, and Florida 
will benefit much by this man’s amaz¬ 
ing energy. 

Governor Warren broke a prece¬ 
dent immediately after receiving the 
nomination. Despite the back¬ 
breaking, arduous stump campaign he 
waged for months, he made a tour of 
each of the State’s 67 counties to say 
“thank you” to the voters. 

This had never been done before 
in Florida politics. It has been the 
custom for the nominee to disappear 
to some secluded spot for a long rest 
and, to give some thought to his ap¬ 
pointees. But not the tireless Warren. 

Then Governor Warren put on a 
drive in each of the State’s Congres¬ 
sional Districts to discuss legislation 
with the senators and representatives. 
He also wanted their cooperation and 
this was one way of getting it—meet¬ 
ing with them long before the legis¬ 
lature convenes, and discussing their 
problems and his problems. He was 
highly successful. 

Next he appointed two very impor¬ 
tant committees. One, a Citrus Ad¬ 
visory Committee, and the second, 
the Citizens Committee on Flood 
Control. He met with them, discussed 
the problems, and put the committees 
to work. 

Surely, after all this, he would slow 7 
down, his friends thought and hoped. 
But he didn’t. He started on an in¬ 
tensive inspection tour of the State’s 
institutions, colleges, hospitals, and 
other facilities. This also w 7 as very 
successful. It broadened, too, his 
knowdedge of state institution activi¬ 
ties. 

Meairwhile, he was making speeches 
before civic groups all over the State; 
speeches before conventions, and he 
found time, too, to attend three legis¬ 
lative meetings of the 1949 members 
of the legislature—one at Fort Wal¬ 
ton, another at Jacksonville, and the 
third at Miami Beach. 


lie also sandwiched in time for a 
series of homecoming events at Flor¬ 
ida State University at Tallahassee, 
the University of Florida at Gaines¬ 
ville, and Stetson University at De- 
Land. Meanwhile, he began making 
appointments, and each met the pub¬ 
lic’s overwhelming approval. 

Everywhere he w 7 ent, he advocated 
harmony, and it is a cinch bet that 
he’ll have harmony. 

But, by far the most important 
project the Governor-elect started in 
the interim between the nomination 
and inauguartion w r as his 10-day trip 
to California. The result of this trip 
has caused many newspaper editors 
to name him Florida’s No. 1 ambas¬ 
sador of good will. They are abso¬ 
lutely correct. 

The mission to California not only 
brought a windfall of helpful ideas 
but won praise—even from political 
foes—as the greatest good will mis¬ 
sion ever undertaken for Florida. 

“It will be w 7 orth millions to the 
State. . . The suggestions about the 
citrus and tourist economies make 
sense. . . Florida should benefit rich¬ 
ly. . . Few men could have handled 
the trip more diplomatically or w 7 on 
as many friends. . . Boy, if he can do 


that before election, w 7 hat will he do 
during four years in office.” 

These w 7 ere some typical remarks 
made upon Governor Warren’s re¬ 
turn to Florida from the rival citrus- 
tourist state which he said he wanted 
“to emulate not envy.” 

Getting dowm to specific items, here 
are some things which Governor War¬ 
ren brought back about the citrus 
situation: 

(1) A fuller conviction that Flor¬ 
ida must halt its practice of shipping 
green fruit and ruining the market 
for months afterwurd. High maturity 
standards must be established to pre¬ 
vent “a few rugged, selfish indi¬ 
vidualists ” from sabotaging the 
State’s No. 1 economy. Voluntary 
agreement on this matter would be 
preferable, he believes, but if that 
cannot be accomplished then legisla¬ 
tion is necessary. 

(2) The need for overall coopera¬ 
tion in marketing citrus. This fact 
was driven home w T hen Governor War¬ 
ren met nine men in California w T ho 
represented 98 percent of the indus¬ 
try. By contrast, Governor Warren 
observed that this representation 
could not be achieved in Florida “if 
we rented the Orange Bowd in 
Miami. ’ ’

This unity allows California to 
market its top-quality citrus under a 
master brand—Sunkist—and use 
house brands for lesser quality fruit. 
It enables the industry to keep a close 
check on demand through 57 sales 
offices throughout the Nation — no 
single market is ever glutted with 
California fruit. 

It permits the volume pro rate sys¬ 
tem which keeps surplus fruit off 
the market, sidetracking it into the 
by-products field. 

The overall cooperation also per¬ 
mits economies in supplies—such as 
boxes, fertilizer and equipment—and 
makes the advertising and promotion 
job much easier. 

(3) The conviction that fresh 
orange juice should be as available 
as the most popular soft drinks. Cali¬ 
fornia experts agreed with Governor 
Warren that the citrus consumption 
could be doubled if proper dispen¬ 
sers could be found to handle the 
fresh juice. It was also agreed that 
the new frozen concentrates have a 
bright future and should use an in¬ 
creasingly larger slice of the citrus 
output. 

“California, Texas and Florida 
could not raise enough citrus to meet 
the demand, ’ ’ Governor Warren as¬ 
serted, “if the Nation’s 143,000,000 
citrus-hungry people could get all 
they wanted—at the right price. ” 

Governor Warren has become one 
of the strongest disciples of fresh 
orange juice. Realizing the impor¬ 
tance of citrus in the State’s economy, 
he started drinking orange juice reg¬ 
ularly during his primary campaign. 

The Governor has been amazed at 
the ridiculous prices charged in some 
places for orange juice. “I’ve paid up 
to 65 cents a glass,” he said, con¬ 
trasting this with the below-produc- 
tion cost paid to growers in Florida. 

(4) The Nation will look to Flor¬ 
ida more and more for its citrus sup¬ 
ply. The State produced nearly 100 
million boxes last season as compared 
to California’s 65 million. California’s 
output is on the decline, due to the 
encroachment of buildings — groves 
are more valuable in many places for 
real estate purposes, high production 
costs, shrinkage in size of fruit, 
“quick decline” and other factors. 

It was pointed out that growers 
must irrigate every foot of soil, due 


to scarcity of rainfall, and produc¬ 
tion costs are very high. For instance, 
it costs about $2,500 an acre to get a 
grove started in California as com¬ 
pared to about $500 in Florida. Labor 
costs are higher and there is a dis¬ 
advantage in freight rates — both 
amounting to about $1 more per box 
than Florida fruit. 

Yet, despite these handicaps, Gov¬ 
ernor Warren learned, California 
growers have been able to make a 
profit while Florida growers went in 
the red. Thanks to good marketing 
methods, the established reputation 
of quality fruit, and overall coopera¬ 
tion, California growers have been 
able to secure twice the price of Flor¬ 
ida growers for their fruit. Even 
though their oranges in general are 
much smaller and their boxes hold 
less! 

Is it any wonder that Governor 
Warren decided that Florida’s citrus 
ills need drastic surgery? 

“Doctor” Warren is a mighty good 
surgeon, too! 

While the trip to California was 
primarily a citrus mission and a good 
will jaunt, it boomeranged into one 
of the greatest public relations tours 
that ever was devised. 

Certainly Florida’s $500,000 an¬ 
nual advertising budget plus Cali¬ 


fornia’s liberal publicity fund could 
not begin to buy the space. Seventy 
percent of the dailies in the country 
carried stories on Governor Warren’s 
trip and a goodly percentage carried 
them as “page one musts.” 

One writer, there on the scene, 
wrote, “Barbers, elevator operators, 
waitresses, cab drivers — everyone 
with whom he came in contact — was 
impressed by Governor Warren’s 
beaming smile, warm approach and 
magnetic personality. ’ ’ 

George Butler, Orlando newsman 
who accompanied Warren on the trip, 
said that ‘ ‘ testimonials became so fre¬ 
quent that I lost all count of them.” 

“Greer Garson, Walter Pidgeon, 
and Bob Hope said, in effect that 
he had the most engaging personality 
of any pubic fgure they had ever 
met. Louella Parsons, movie column¬ 
ist, described Governor Warren as 
“the most charming personality I 
have ever encountered.” 

California newsmen, writing in 
their papers and not usually im¬ 
pressed as a rule, went out of their 
way to call him “handsome, genial.” 
Cecil B. DeMille, movie producer, de¬ 
scribed Governor Warren as “Flor¬ 
ida’s Number One Salesman.” 

These statements, one must remem-

Last year she presided over the red 
brick home of her brother, Fuller 
Warren, in Granada, a Jacksonville 
suburb. During the coming four 
years, with the same dignity, she will 
preside over the big white mansion 
on North Adams Street in Tallahas¬ 
see, the home of many of Florida’s 
governors. 

She is the attractive 30-year-old 
sister, Miss Alma Warren, whose 
silvery hair—like that of her brother 
—lends to her personality an air of 
quiet charm. 

Miss Warren, whose clothes are 
simple but reflect an instinctive good 
taste, is completely devoted to Fuller, 
even though the combination of a 
successful law practice and his in¬ 
tense interest in public affairs oc¬ 
casionally make him late for meals. 

‘‘He’s really quite punctual 
though, all things considered,” she 
said with a smile. “Also, I’ll give 
him credit for one thing—when he’s 
going to be late for dinner he always 
calls up and lets us know.” 

But now that he is Governor, Miss 
Warren believes he will be a little 
more prompt at meal time. However, 
if he isn’t, she will have to forgive 
him, like she has in the past, because 
she knows he is more busy now than 
when he was practicing law in Jack¬ 
sonville. 

How r does the new First Lady like 
her new task? 

‘ ‘ I think it is perfectly marvelous, ’ ’ 
she will tell you. “I am so happy and 
thrilled. Although we moved into the 
mansion only a few days ago, I’m 
rapidly learning all about the big 
house. ’ ’ 

The Governor’s sister is quite ver¬ 
satile, but a natural modesty prevents 
her from admitting any great pro¬ 
ficiency in any particular field. She 
likes to play an occasional game of 
bridge, but says she is no fanatic 
about the game. She also enjoys ten¬ 
nis. 

She was born on St. Valentine’s 
Day, February 14, 1918, at Blounts- 


towm in Calhoun County. Governor 
Warren picked St. Valentine’s Day 
to open his campaign for governor. 

Miss Warren was graduated from 
Florida State College for Women, 
now Florida State University, with 
a major in journalism in 1939. She 
. worked for a time as a reporter for 
the DeLand Sun-News—a job she 
liked very much—and subsequently 
taught school in West Florida. 

She also enjoyed the latter work 
4 ‘ except that it’s pretty hard to make 
a living as a teacher.” 

After two years with the State 
Welfare Board, Miss Warren accept¬ 
ed a position in the Gainesville post 
office and worked there five years 
until the mother of the family, Mrs. 
Grace Fuller Warren, died in Janu¬ 
ary, 1948. 

Mrs. Warren’s death left a great 
sorrow among her host of friends, 
who had looked forward to seeing 
her accompany Fuller to the Gover¬ 
nor’s mansion. 

After Mrs. Warren’s death, Alma 
moved to Jacksonville, and with the 
help of an old family servant, Annie 
Golden, she has made her home with 
Fuller. 

From her mother, who was a county 
home demonstration agent for 27 
years in several Florida counties, Miss 
Warren apparently inherited or ac¬ 
quired an interest in homemaking. 
She especially enjoys decorating, and 
has some particular ideas about re¬ 
decorating the mansion. She likes 
working with flowers, and expects to 
spend a lot of time in the pretty 
flower gardens that surround the 
mansion. 

Both skills helped considerably to 
brighten up the Warren’s comfortable 
but unpretentious home on Jackson¬ 
ville’s Southside. 

Like her brother, she is a member 
of the Southside Baptist Church. 

Miss Warren has been a guest at 
the mansion several times before she 
took over the duties of First Lady 
on January 4. A few months ago 
Governor Warren and his sister visit¬ 
ed Governor and Mrs. Millard F. 
Caldwell. They spent a half a day 


there looking over the spacious old 
building. 

The Caldwells took the Warrens 
around the mansion, upstairs and 
downstairs. They discussed re-dec¬ 
orating the chief executive’s den, and 
other i;ooms. Now, Miss Warren will 
have plenty of time to put her ideas 
into action. 

Alma is Governor Warren’s only 
sister, although he has three brothers. 
They are Julian, 35-year-old Army 
veteran and Jacksonville attorney; 
Richard, principal of the public 
schools in White Springs, Hamilton 
County, and Joe, the eldest, a lum¬ 
berman at Blountstown.

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The Governor Looks Ahead . . . . 


Like most of his predecessors, Governor Fuller Warren 
has many perplexing problems facing him during his 
four year tenure as Florida’s thirtieth chief executive. 

But, unlike some of the former governors, Governor 
Warren begins his stewardship with many advantages. 

First, and probably most important, a friendly and 
] armonious atmosphere exist between the administrative 
and legislative bodies. 

lie is relatively a young man. He was 43 years old last 
October 5. This is another big advantage. 

He has a sound knowledge of state government. 

He is close to the people of Florida. Exactly 299,641 
voters cast their ballots for him in the May run-off 
primary. It was the biggest vote ever given a guberna¬ 
torial candidate by Florida voters. 

He is a man of amazing energy. This will stand him in 
good stead during the trying four years ahead. 

There is no doubt but that he will be one of Florida’s 
most successful governors. He certainly has gotten off 
to a good start. 

Some of the problems facing him are: 

Raising money for Central and South Florida’s flood 
control. 

Raising money for increased old age assistance, and 
other benefits under the combined Federal and State so¬ 
cial security activities. 

Helping Florida’s ailing citrus industry. Citrus leaders 
are divided on what should be done to help the industry— 
there are about as many plans as there are oranges in 
the State. 

There is not a single state department that is not ask¬ 
ing for as much or more money than in the past. 

He must work out the technical aspects of a new law 
which would give exemption from the gasoline tax to 
gasoline users of fishing boats and farm machinery. 

He must work out the mechanics of his proposed Cen¬ 
tral Purchasing Agency. There are some legislators who 
are concerned over how this can be done. 

Governor Warren insists on a reduction of the unbear¬ 
ably high cost of government. He believes a substantial 
reduction can be accomplished through the creation of 
a purchasing commission which will save millions of 
dollars now being wasted each year by haphazard buying 
of supplies and commodities for the State Government; 
by stopping the renting at extortionately high prices of 
road building machinery; by carefully budgeting state 
expenditures. 

He wants continued improvement of the State’s pub¬ 
lic school system, by further increases in teachers’ sal¬ 
aries, and by enlargement and modernization of the 
State’s present school buildings and construction of any 
new ones when needed. 

He stands for continued expansion of State health and 
welfare programs. He believes the State should be as con¬ 
cerned about the health of its citizens as it now is about 
their education. 

He wants the indigent aged, dependent and afflicted 


citizens of the State to receive amounts sufficient to pro¬ 
vide the necessities of life. 

He seeks highway safety by the elimination of live¬ 
stock from public highways; by any and every other 
means that will reduce death and damage. 

He wants reforestation by the extension of fire pro¬ 
tection to all forest areas not now covered; by vigorous 
enforcement of law r s against woods burning; by extension 
and encouragement of tree planting; and by all other 
practicable means that will replenish Florida forests. 

He will do all possible to persuade new industries to 
locate in Florida. 

He will seek continued development of Florida attrac¬ 
tions by encouragement of all lawful amusements; con¬ 
servation of natural resources; preservation of wildlife; 
expansion of state advertising programs. As often as his 
official duties will permit, he will make speaking tours 
into the populous centers of the East, Middle West and 
back to California and personally tell the people about 
Florida’s warm winters and cool summers. His trip to 
California soon after the second primary in the interest 
of citrus, was a huge success. 

He will vigorously support any practicable plan de¬ 
vised by U. S. Engineers for water, flood and erosion 
control. This is one of Florida’s most urgent problems 
and must be solved without unnecessary delay. Toward 
this end, Governor Warren appointed a strong committee 
soon after his election to devise a plan that will control 
floods and recommend a plan to raise the State’s share 
of the cost. 

He believes the cost of flood control should be shared 
with the entire state on an equal basis. 

The Federal government’s plan, which the committee 
is considering and will report to the Governor, will cost 
$208,000,000. It calls for $171,000,000 in Federal money; 
$37,000,000 in cash and land from local sources in a ten 
year period, then $3,000,000 a year for operation and 
maintenance. 

He will fully cooperate with the Federal government 
in operation of Everglades National Park. He is a firm 
believer in public parks, and favors the further de¬ 
velopment and improvement of public parks in every 
part of the State. 

He will do his utmost to help provide critically needed 
financial assistance for towns and cities. 

He will do everything possible to cooperate with the 
Federal government in evolving a solution to the terrible 
problem of the red tide so that this scourge may be 
eliminated as a threat to the State’s coastal areas. 

He favors agricultural, livestock and industrial ex¬ 
pansion and development with such State aid as may be 
proper and necessary; improvements in farming methods 
and livestock breeds; expansion of experimental work, 
seeking new uses for fruit, fruit juices, and all other 
Florida grown products; exclusive use of Florida prod¬ 
ucts, when available, in State institutions. 

He wants further highway beautification through

Warren The Campaigner . . . . 


Allen Morris, widely quoted Tallahassee political writer 
and author of the weekly newspaper column “Cracker 
Politics”, who wrote the appendix to Governor Fuller 
Warren’s latest book, “Iiow To Win In Politics”, trav¬ 
eled with the Governor two days during the campaign. 

In the appendix Morris devotes a chapter to the tour 
with Warren. It is entitled “A Day With The Candi¬ 
date.” Morris wrote: 

“A sound wagon booms at the courthouse square. A 
half hour or so of lively music, then a voice assures 
listeners of the speaker’s pleasure to be back in this 
hospitable county. 

“Other pleasant visits there are recalled, and reference 
is made to a source of local pride—perhaps the states¬ 
man for whom the county is named or the size of the 
peanut crop. 

“Depending upon the day, hour and weather, the 
number of men and women grouped around the speaker 
may be large or small, but even more are listening in 
nearby parked cars and trucks or perched on window 
sills, for the amplifiers are saturating the neighborhood 
for a block or two around. 

“That’s a familiar scene in Florida today as able cam¬ 
paigners ask the people for their vote for Governor. 

“Here’s a report on a typical day with a candidate: 
Fuller Warren in this instance, although the story could 
be repeated for each of the five aspirants who actively 
are on the stump, talking five to eleven times a day. 

“A candidate for a statewide office speaks, eats and 
sleeps by a mimeographed timetable — the itinerary 
worked out weeks in advance by the manager of his 
headquarters. 

“The campaigner, if he be wise, submits absolutely to 
this itinerary, never straying off however enticing a side 
trip here or there may seem in the field. (It is a political 
axiom that a candidate who manages his own campaign 
has a fool for a manager.) 




“This itinerary is supplemented, at least in the case 
of Fuller Warren, by a work sheet prepared by a man 
traveling a day or two in advance of the candidate. 

“The work sheet contains up-to-minute answers to a 
series of form questions: the exact place and time of 
speaking, whether there will be a platform and if this 
will be decorated. (Spare banners are carried in the 
sound wagon.) The work sheet also shows the names of the 
local chairman and of other key men in that community 
and county, and how the speaking has been advertised. 

“That information is mainly for the benefit of the 
driver of the candidate’s sound wagon, who precedes 
him into a town by about a half hour to draw the crowd 
by music, and of the man accompanying the candidate— 
a general factotum who must serve as chauffeur, secre¬ 
tary, introducer, valet and shock absorber. 

“For the candidate’s guidance, the work sheet gives 
facts about the political situation: what the people of 
that community particularly want to hear (how, for ex¬ 
ample, the candidate stands on elimination of the gaso¬ 
line tax on fishing boats or farm tractors.) 

“Starting the 24 hours that Cracker Politics joined the 
party, Warren and his entourage reached Perry around 
5 P. M., early enough for a rest and an unhurried dinner 
before the 8 o’clock speaking. 

“Warren was tired from having spoken four times 
that day already. He was jubilant, howerer, over an un-

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expected stroke of good fortune—Dean Harry R. Trusler, 
for 38 years of the law school at the University of Florida, 
had volunteered to come along as special introducer so, 
as he told audiences, 'I may say a good word for my 
old student, Fuller Warren, the man with the biggest 
heart I know/ 

4 ‘Warren was pleased, too, that schools in Trenton and 
in Bell had turned out that day so students could get a 
lesson in practical civics by attending the Warren speak¬ 
ing. On the other side, he was dismayed because a 
washout on the Mayo road had prevented a hillbilly 
band from making an advertised appearence in Perry 
before he spoke. 

“Meanwhile, his man-of-all-work former Navy ship¬ 
mate, Jim Landon, was checking over the final arrange¬ 
ments—testing lights for the platform on the courthouse 
lawn, spotting the soundwagon, getting literature ready 
for quick distribution. Ready, too, were the speaking 
props—copies of official reports of the State Comptroller, 
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the State Road Department, and the Efficiency Commit¬ 
tee of the Legislature, all of which are waved by Warren 
to give visual support to his quotations from them of 
the cost of government. (Governor Warren later appoint¬ 
ed Landon, state hotel commissioner.) 

‘ ‘ Messages requiring the candidate’s personal reply 
caught up with the party at Perry, and Warren dictated 
these to Landon, a personable young Jacksonille realtor 
who has shorthand among his accomplishments. Landon 
managed also to get out a localized story for the weekly 
at Perry. 

“Warren spoke about an hour (his usual length of 
time, give or take 10 minutes), drawing loudest applause 
when he pledged himself to veto a sales tax, if enacted. 
He won chuckles when, in urging voters to find out ex¬ 
actly where candidates stood on public issues before 
election, he declared: 

“ 'You can’t afford to take a governor on faith and 
hope—if you do, he’s liable to have you on chairty before 
his term ends!’ 

“The candidate was abed at 10:30 after conferring 
with a lieutenant who had driven down from Tallahassee. 


Next morning, the sound wagon was off early to rally 
a crowd at Monticello. 

“Warren and Landon drove up on the dot of 10 
o’clock, after having paused just outside of the town for 
Landon to mix a gargle which Warren used to preserve 
his voice. Landon compounds this of warm water, carried 
in a thermos, with salt and soda. 

“As Warren spoke from the Jefferson courthouse 
grounds, all the traffic of the busy Jacksonville-Pensacola 
highway rumbled between him and his audience across 
the street. 

“There, the local touch was praise of the late U. S. 
Senator Samuel Pasco and of ‘two of the ablest men ever 
to represent a county’ in the legislature—Senator Scott 
Dilworth Clarke and Representative Richard H. Simpson, 
whose support of other gubernatorial candidates, con¬ 
tinued Warren, ‘will not strain our friendship at all’. 

“The scene was repeated in the main at Greenville, at 
Madison, at Live Oak (where two former governors, 
Cary A. Hardee of Live Oak, and Fred P. Cone, were in

Wright was the 
Governor’s state campaign manager, and went to school 
with him at the University of Florida. 

Wright is 43 years old. He graduated from old Duval 
High School in Jacksonville, and the University of Flor¬ 
ida. After graduation, he became sports editor of The 
Florida Times-Union, serving until October, 1927, when 
he returned to the university to establish a department 
of public relations. 

For 15 years he was director of the institution’s pub¬ 
licity and alumni activities. He was highly successful. 
He served almost four years in World War II, more 
than two of them in the China-Burma-India theatre, on 
the staffs of General Chenault and Stilwell. 

Following his tour of duty, he established his own 
public relations office at Miami where he was public 
relations chairman of the recent American Legion na¬ 
tional convention. He was an early member of the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida’s Blue Key honor fraternity, and a 
charter member of Phi Delta Theta fraternity, serving 
as its second president.

Clark attended Calhoun County high school and the 
University of Florida.

The commission has the duties of 
administering and enforcing the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law; Un¬ 
employment Compensation Law; 
Florida State Employment Service; 
Florida Child Labor Law; Florida 
Apprenticeship Act, and the law reg¬ 
ulating private employment agencies. 

The commission is composed of 
three members, one representing the 
public, one employes and the other 
employers. The commission is named 
by the Governor, and Fuller Warren 
appointed the new commission in De¬ 
cember, effective January 4.

State Welfare Commission 


Sherwood Hubbard Smith, for the 
past 14 years executive secretary of 
the Community Chest in Jacksonville, 
is Governor Fuller Warren’s choice 
for State Welfare Commissioner, to 
direct the activities of the State Wel¬ 
fare Board, one of the most important 
departments of the State government. 

The board’s gross expenditures 
amount to more than $42,000,000 an¬ 
nually. It administers assistance to 
more than 60,000 old people, 45,000 
dependent children and almost 3,000 
blind people. The average assistance 
received by the aged last November, 
was $39.69 per person, dependent 
children $17.10 per child, and the 
blind $41.27 per person. 

The board is composed of seven 
members. They are appointed by the 
Governor and are charged with re¬ 
sponsibility of administering, or caus¬ 
ing to be administered, this vast 
amount of money, as well as the en¬ 
tire social welfare program.

State Welfare Board is the Commis¬ 
sioner of Welfare. It is his duty to 
put into practice the policies formu¬ 
lated by the board, and to execute its 
directives, as well as to generally ad¬ 
minister the State Welfare Board. 

Governor Warren believes the suc¬ 
cess of this governmental agency de¬ 
pends entirely upon the Commis¬ 
sioner of Welfare. He believes the 
commissioner should not only be a 
capable administrator trained in wel¬ 
fare work, but he should also be a 
tested humanitarian and a proved 
leader.

The important State Beverage De¬ 
partment, during Governor Fuller 
Warren’s administration, will be di¬ 
rected by Lewis Schott, Daytona 
Beach attorney and former Munici¬ 
pal Judge. lie was named director 
of the department by the Governor.

He fulfilled his promise a few weeks later and as a

WARREN THROWS UPPERCUT AT 
"ONE-ARMED BANDITS" 

(From Jacksonville Journal) 

Fuller Warren, who used to be on the University of 
Florida boxing team in his college days, comes out 
swinging in a statement about “one-armed bandits.” 

Governor-elect Warren made his position emphatically 
clear in a statement this week—and he helped further to 
disspell a lot of rumors that were spread around during 
the campaign that “Warren will bring back slot 
machines. ’ ’ 

Here’s what Mr. Warren has to say on the subject: 
“I am liberal-minded. I believe in local self-government. 
Notwithstanding, slot machines will not be allowed to 
operate after January 4. Any county which permits these 
mechanical thieves to steal after January 4 will be given 
new law enforcement officials.” 

That’s strong language. And the position is a consider¬ 
able contrast to that taken by Governor Caldwell. Several 
times when Florida communities had controversies in¬ 
volving sheriffs, the governor emphasized his belief in 
home rule, and said that he held the electorate responsible 
if they permitted their sheriffs to permit illegal gambling. 
In extreme cases, the governor did act to remove offi¬ 
cials, but he emphasized the local responsibility. 

But Mr. Warren is going to go further than that, his 
statement indicates. It appears that if he receives proof 
of operation of slot machines, he will remove officials 
who permit this. 

In connection with the Warren statement, The Journal 
obtained statements from Sheriff Sweat and Police Chief 
Cannon that no slot machines are operating in Jackson-

The State Racing Commission, 
which has supervision over one of 
the State’s chief sources of revenue, 
during Governor Fuller Warren’s 
tenure, will be composed of Leo Ed¬ 
wards of Miami; Ralph J. Crum of 
Lakeland; P. O. Corbin of Blounts- 
town; B. P. Beville of Gainesville, 
and Roy Patience of Crescent City. 

At the commission’s reorganization 
meeting Edwards was named chair¬ 
man, Beville, secretary, and the com¬ 
mission appointed F. G. (Pug) Wil¬ 
son of Pensacola, racing steward. 

Last year the state received $13,- 
531,680.90 from racing taxes. Flor¬ 
ida’s counties, particularly the small 
ones, received much of their operating 
revenue from these taxes.

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Commissioners Meet In Jacksonville 



of the Florida State Association of County Commissioners; E. M. Fowler, Jay, Santa Rosa, association 
president; Harry A. Johnston, West Palm Beach, president Florida State Association of County 
Officials, and Joe F. Hammond, Jacksonville, a past president of the association, and currently 
president of the National Association of County Officials, met with others in Jacksonville, in December, 
to discuss proposed legislation, prepare for the annual convention of the two state groups, and 
other matters. 


With the biennial session of the 
State Legislature only three months 
off—it convenes at Tallahassee on 
April 5 for 60 days—members of the 
Florida State Association of County 
Commissioners, and Florida State As¬ 
sociation of County Attorneys, are 
thinking about their legislative 
agenda. 

A meeting of officers and directors 
of the county commissioners 7 associa¬ 
tion in Jacksonville in December, saw 
the appointment of a legislative com¬ 
mittee, and a discussion of some of 
the proposed laws the county offi¬ 
cials have in mind. 

Tom Marshall, a veteran member 
of the Duval Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, who represented the coun¬ 
ty commissioners at previous sessions 
of the legislature, was named chair¬ 
man of the legislative committee for 
1949. He will be assisted by Earl W. 
Simmons of Plant City, a member of 
the Hillsborough Board of County 
Commissioners; H. M. Stringfellow of 
Pineland, a member of the Lee Board 
of County Commissioners, and vice 
president of the association; Paul 
Bardin of Canal Point, a member of 
the Palm Beach Board of County 
Commissioners, and J. V. McCall of 
Jasper, a member of the Hamilton 
Board of County Commissioners. 

In recognition of his fine work at 
sessions of the legislature as their 
representative, officials of the asso¬ 
ciation again named Marshall chair¬ 
man.

Nothing definite was decided upon 
regarding proposed legislation at the 
meeting in December, but Chairman 
Marshall said a meeting of his com¬ 
mittee, with the legislative committee 
of the county attorneys 7 group will 
be held in Jacksonville, January 15, 
to work out a program. 

After these two committees put 
their ideas down on paper, they will 
submit the proposed program to the 
annual meeting of the state associa¬ 
tion to be held in Jacksonville early in 
March for ratification. The county 
attorneys will hold their annual meet¬ 
ing in Jacksonville at the same time. 

A special committee also was named 
at the Jacksonville meeting to “ study 
and explore methods 77 by which the 
county commissioners may obtain 
more Federal aid for the construc¬ 
tion of county roads. 

During Governor Caldwell 7 s admin¬ 
istration, according to Marshall, who 
was named chairman of the special 
committee, more than $6,000,000 has 
been offered to the State by the Fed¬ 
eral government for this work, but 
Governor Caldwell refused to let the 
State Road Department accept it. 

“During Fuller Warren 7 s adminis¬ 
tration, 77 Marshall said, “if the State 
Road Department is permitted to ask 


for the $6,000,000, and I am sure it 
will be allowed to, the money will be 
available, plus another big sum we 
expect we can get without too much 
difficulty. 

Marshall said it was Governor Cald¬ 
well 7 s desire not to accept Federal 
aid. “Whether it was a good idea or 
a bad one, I 7 m not the judge, but 
nevertheless, the State lost that 
amount for four years, and now we 
want to get it, 77 Marshall said.

For that reason 
we are entitled to hope for a sound administration of the 
department, which spends in excess of $61,000,000 an¬ 
nually and employs about 4500 persons. And for that rea¬ 
son we can congratulate Governor-Elect Warren for his 
new appointees to the state road board. None is a political 
hack or time-server. 

Notable in the list of members is the fact that three of 
the five are bankers. The three bankers are men who 
can be expected to know the intimate relationship of 
road building and maintenance to the state’s economy 
and future growth. 

They are also men who are in a position to bring their 
specialized talents for finance to a financing problem of 
immense proportions. One of the three is Merrill P. 
Barber, mayor of Vero Beach and president of the Indian 
River Citrus Bank—who may be expected to look after 
the interests of Southeast Florida in the operations of 
the department. 

Governor-elect Warren is displaying a broad vision in 
his capacity for good appointments. If all his future ap¬ 
pointments measure up to those to the State Road De¬ 
partment, the people of Florida may rest assured that 
the next four years of administration of state affairs 
will be in good hands.

the audience, Cone having driven 24 miles from Lake 
City to be present) and at Lake City, before the day 
ended at 11 o’clock in Warren’s own home at Jacksonville. 

“That’s a typical day for a gubernatorial candidate’s 
life. And that’s just what the candidate did,” Morris 
concluded. 

In his book, Governor Warren says when he was 13 
years old and running a scared campaign for page in 
the Florida Legislature, he suspects that some neighbor 
lady said: “There goes that Warren boy. I hear he’s 
been bitten by the political bug.” 

Ever since then he has been hearing people refer to 
this insect—the political bug—and finally, in his book, 
he has gotten around to putting down the conclusions 
he has reached after many years of study. 

A chapter in Governor Warren’s part of the book, 
is devoted to “Talking Your Way Into Office,” and he 
claims to be a veteran of 3000 speeches and perhaps, may 
discuss public speaking with some authority. He be¬ 
lieves that anybody of average intelligence who is not 
absolutely tongue-tied can become an effective public 
speaker. 

He spikes the notion that public speakers must be 
born. “If a person is endowed at birth with talent for 
oratory, naturally he can become a more effective speaker 
than a person who is without such a gift, ’ ’ he says. 

But persistent practice and study can and will make 
any normal person a successful public speaker, he be¬ 
lieves, and it doesn’t take a lifetime or any considerable 
part thereof, to accomplish this. 

The opening speech of Governor Warren’s campaign 
was made in Blountstown, where he was born. The crowd 
was said to be the largest ever to attend a political rally 
in that part of Florida. “Somebody,” Governor Warren 
declared, “said there were ‘two acres of people present.’ 
He spoke from a platform near the site of a sawmill where 
he hauled sawdust with an ox-cart 30 years ago, for a wage 
of 85 cents a day. 

Thereafter, speeches were made in all of Florida’s 67 
counties and in most of the cities and towns. He made 
14 full-dress speeches in one day. The longest speech 
lasted 80 minutes and the shortest 15 minutes. He made a 
total of 343 scheduled speeches, and 25 or 30 impromptu, 
unscheduled talks. 

Only two scheduled speeches of the entire campaign, 
beginning February 14 and ending May 24, were rained 
out—the ones scheduled for Boynton Beach and Delray 
Beach, in the first primary.

planting of trees, flowers and hedges on roadsides; by 
requiring the State Road Department to keep road shoul¬ 
ders landscaped. He is much impressed with the beauti¬ 
fication of Fred A. Mahan Drive, from Monticello to 
Tallahassee, and participated in the dedication of the 
highway in honor of the Monticello nurseryman, several 
months ago. 

He believes in a State government which will co¬ 
operate closely and sympathetically with the people and 
the legislature in carrying out the State’s business. He 
firmly believes in the right of states to manage their 
own affairs, and as Governor he will oppose any en¬ 
croachment upon the rights of the State by the Federal 
government. 

He believes a great and growing Florida requires labor, 
industry and capital. He knows they all are essential. 
As Governor he will exercise the powers vested in him 
to see that no one group of people is exploited by any 
other group, that the public as a whole is not unfairly 
imposed upon by any group, and he will do all in his 
power to bring about cooperation and good will between 
labor and management. 

He believes in merit appointments in all state offices, 
based on ability, integrity and loyalty. He does not be¬ 
lieve in state employes being threatened, intimidated or 
fired because of their political choice. He wants a law 
passed to protect them against officials who would penal¬ 
ize them because of their political choice. 

Governor Warren does not expect to work any miracles 
during the coming four years. He does expect to put 
first things first—to concentrate on the most pressing 
needs, to get done first the things that most need doing. 

The great majority of the people of Florida demon¬ 
strated last May their confidence in Governor Warren. 
He will diligently devote four years of consecrated serv¬ 
ice to the people of Florida. He will energetically apply 
the experience: he has gained in public service in an 
earnest effort to make the state government more of a 
blessing and less of a burden. 

He will never treat the office of Governor as his per¬ 
sonal possession, but rather as a sacred trust and a solemn 
responsibility which has been temporarily committed to 
his keeping by the people of a great and sovereign state. 
At all times he will earnestly strive to so conduct him¬ 
self that at the end of his term as governor, the people 
will still trust him as they did on Inauguration Day.

over the Halifax River in Daytona Beach be 
named the Carleton-Blank Bridge, in honor of 
Robert T. Carleton, Member of the State Road 
Department from the District in which Volusia 
County is located, and of Elmer H. Blank, Volusia 
County Commissioner in whose Commissioners 
District the bridge is located. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that 
the said bridge be and it is hereby given the 
name “The Carleton-Blank Bridge” and that the 
erection of appropriate plaques or markers is 
hereby authorized. 
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BROWARD COUNTY DELEGATION 
AND REQUESTS 

Messrs. John Lloyd, County Attorney, Tony 
Salvino, County Commissioner, and John Van 
Kirk were present from Broward County. 

Mr. Lloyd filed a resolution from the County 
Commissioners requesting the Department to 
construct a new bridge on State Road 823 across 
the South New River Canal, giving an account 
of the present traffic conditions at this point 
and the urgency for relief that a new bridge 
would give. Mr. Van Kirk spoke in support 
of this request and mentioned the backwater 
that could not be carried through the present 
narrow bridge. A similar request was received 
from the Commissioners of the Everglades Drain¬ 
age District. 

Board Will Recommend New Bridge 
on Road 823 

On motion by Mr. Fultz and seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board acknowledged receipt of the 
request from the County Commissioners of Bro¬ 
ward County for a new bridge on Road 823 across 
the South New River Canal, and agreed to 
recommend to the incoming Road Board that 
serious consideration be given to the inclusion 
of the proposed bridge in the 1949 program. 

Mr. Lloyd asked the Board to reconsider the 
Pinehurst matter, and was advised that this area 
would be needed by the Department, for parking 
if not actually for road use. He stated that it 
would help a great deal if the area could be 
paved, and was advised that it had been the 
policy of the Board to improve their part of 
the right of way where developments justify it. 

ADJUSTMENT OF BORROW PIT MAT¬ 
TER WITH ESCAMBIA COUNTY 

The Board considered the matter of a borrow 
pit which had been acquired for use by the 
Department in Escambia County, but which the 
County Commissioners erroneously sold for $2,000, 
and the request now presented by the Commis¬ 
sioners that the sale price be turned over to the 
Department in exchange of a release in the form 
of a quit claim deed, from the Department to 
the County. 

On motion by Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Chairman was authorized to ac¬ 
cept the $2,000 in behalf of the State Road 
Department and to have the necessary quit claim 
deed executed. 

DADE COUNTY 

The Board took notice of a resolution adopted 
by the 41st Street Association of Miami Beach 
endorsing the construction of a causeway con¬ 
necting 36th Street in Miami with 41st Street 
in Miami Beach, and letters from the Miami 
Chamber of Commerce giving its endorsement, 
with recommendations from their Mid-Miami 
Causeway Committee favoring the proposed 
causeway, and the said papers were placed on 
file. 

REQUEST FROM THE ANCHORAGE, 
ISLAMORADA 

The request from The Anchorage, at Islamor- 
ado for permission to fill in the area between 
th highway and the right of way line in front 
of the said business to widen and beautify their 
approach and make use of a part of the right 
of way for a parking area, was discussed but 
denied because the Board agreed that it would 
not be in line with the policy to allow no part 
of the right of way to be used for any commer¬ 
cial purpose. 

HISTORICAL MARKER ON LOWER 
MATACUMBE KEY 

The Secretary presented a letter from Miss 
Lillion McGahey of Miami, as Chairman of a 
committee on Historical Highway Markers in the 


Everglades Chapter, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, requesting the Department to give 
permission for the placing of a bronze marker 
on the Overseas Highway on Lower Matacumbe 
at the spot nearest Indian Key where the Indians 
massacred Dr. Perrine and other white settlers 
in 1840. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board voted to grant such per¬ 
mission, subject to approval of the design and 
location by the State Maintenance Engineer. 

HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY DELEGATION 
AND REQUESTS 

Messrs. Ed. Carroll, County Engineer, Harry 
McDonald, Assistant County Attorney, Elbert 
Moore, County Commissioner, and two local 
attorneys, Arthur Anderson and Frank Ingram, 
were present as the delegation from Hillsbor¬ 
ough County. 

RIGHT OF WAY FOR ROAD 674 

Mr. Moore reported to the Board that in 
accordance with the Road Department resolu- 
iton of July 26 which set forth the conditions 
under which the Department would take over 
State Road 674 for maintenance, i. e., when the 
100-foot right of way was secured, that now the 
County has acquired all of this 100’ right of way 
with the exception of one parcel, now being 
cleared up. He filed a resolution from the Board 
of County Commissioners, and several court 
papers attached, showing all of this right of 
way having been secured except the one 
small parcel. 


On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Road Board agreed to accept 
the right of way and add it to the State-main¬ 
tained system, but with the understanding that 
no maintenance work will be done on State Road 
674 until the one remaining parcel has been 
delivered to the Department. 

R/W ON COURTNEY CAMPBELL 
PARKWAY 

Mr. Carroll spoke to the Board about con¬ 
demnation suit covering two parcels which has 
been postponed several times, to the embarrass¬ 
ment of the County and the inconvenience of 
the owners, who can make no use of the property 
until the suit has been settled. He requested 
the Department to consent to the withdrawal of 
this suit by the county, also to advance the sum 
of $2,250 to the county for use in paying dam¬ 
ages to the defendants and attorney’s fees, the 
said amount to be repaid to the Department from 
the county’s surplus fund account. 

Mr. Ingram, Attorney for the defendants, re¬ 
quested the Board to do something, either pur¬ 
chase the property or withdraw the suit, since 
the defendants have offers for lease pending. 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that upon receipt of a res¬ 
olution from the Board of County Commissioners 
of Hillsborough County making such request, the 
Chairman of the State Road Department be and 
he is hereby authorized to advance to the said 
County the sum of $2,250, to be repaid from its 
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surplus gas tax funds, to be used for payment 
to settle the suit with Bay Point Park, Inc., and 
A. Lubrano, Defendants. 

Mr. Carroll spoke for the Board of County 
Commissioners and for himself in expressing 
appreciation for the courtesies extended to them 
by the Road Board at all times. 

PALM BEACH COUNTY REQUESTS 
Name of Riviera Memorial Bridge 
and Park 

The Board received petitions from Riviera 
Beach Civic Club, Chamber of Commerce of 
Riviera Beach, Lions Club of Riviera Beach, 
Riviera Beach Tourist Court Owners’ Association, 
Riviera Beach Town Council, and the Palm Beach 
Board of County Commissioners, all requesting 
that the bridge known as the Singer Bridge be 
named the Riviera Memorial Bridge and Park, 
and that the State Road Department protect 
the causeway with a bulkhead. No action was 
taken. 

Report of the Palm Beach County 
Grand Jury 

The Board received a copy of the Palm Beach 
County Grand Jury’s report filed November 5, 
1948, which contained reference to the great need 
for farm-to-market roads and roads between the 
Glades section and the coastal section in Palm 
Beach County, without designating any particular 
road. No action was taken, in view of the lack 
of specific suggestion for recommendation to 
the incoming Board. 

ORANGE COUNTY—OLD ROAD 50 
THROUGH BITHLO 

A request was received from the Board of 
County Commissioners of Orange County request¬ 
ing the Department not to abandon Old Road 50 
through Bithlo upon completion of the new route. 

MATTER OF WIDTH OF R/W SEMI¬ 
NOLE BLVD. PINELLAS COUNTY 

The Board received another request from Pinel¬ 
las County requesting that it reduce the width 
requiremnts of the section of Road 595 known 
as Seminole Boulevard and their Right of Way 
Agent, Mr. Frank Merrin, who was present, ad¬ 
vised the Board that to acquire the 100’ right 
of way asked for would cost the county $250,- 
000.00, which is more than the county can afford. 
He stated they could secure an 83’ right of way 
on this road, and the Board agreed that the State 
Highway Engineer, Division Engineer, and P.R.A. 
District Engineer would be requested to go down 
and look this situation over on the ground. 

OLD ROUTE OF U. S. 19 NEW PORT 
RICHEY SOUTH 

No action was taken on the requests that the 
Department not abandon the old route of U. S. 
Highway 19 from New Port Richey south. 

PINELLAS COUNTY DELEGATION AND 
REQUESTS 

Mr. Frank Merrin, Right of Way Agent for 
Pinellas County, presented requests from his 
county. 

Exchange of R/W from Rd. 60 to 
Rd. 590 

Mr. Merrin filed a resolution from the County 
Commissioners requesting the Department to make 
an exchange of property as follows: Since the 
Department has a right of way 100 feet wide 
on Gulf to Bay Boulevard in the city of Clear¬ 
water, Road 60, all the way except through the 
property of the A. and W. Glads, Inc., where it 
is 200 feet in width, the request was that the 
Department deed a 50’ strip along this road to 
the Glads Company in exchange for a 50’ strip 
on Drew Street which is a part of State Road 
590, a road which will likely draw greatly in¬ 
creased traffic upon the completion of the Gulf 
Coast Highway. 

On motion by Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the Board approved this exchange of 
land and authorized the execution of the deed 
to the A. & W. Glads, Inc. for such a 50’ strip 
adjacent to their property on Road 60, said strip 
to lie outside the 100’ right of way width and 
not needed by the Department as specified by 
the Division Engineer, in exchange for deed to 
a strip 50 feet wide along their property adjoin- 
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ing the right of way on Drew Street, State Road 
590, as approved by the Division Engineer, and 
provided a certificate is submitted from a rec¬ 
ognized abstract company in Pinellas County, 
showing the title stands in the name of the 
grantor of the deed, free and clear of encum¬ 
brances. 

Seminole Boulevard Changed to 
Seminole Road 

Mr. Merrin advised the Department that by 
resolution of the County Commissioners the name 
of the road from Largo to Bay Pines, part of 
State Road No. 595 which had been known as 
Seminole Boulevard has been changed to Semi¬ 
nole Road, and he asked the Department to 
make this change in its future records. 

Mr. Merrin expressed appreciation for all the 
Board had done for Pinellas County. 
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Request for Warning Signal at 
Dangerous Intersection 

Mr. Merrin advised the Board that the inter¬ 
section of Bellevue Boulevard and U. S. High¬ 
way 19, south of Clearwater, is a very dangerous 
crossing, and that the cities of Clearwater and 
Belleair would like for the Department to assist 
in securing the installation of flashing lights or 
some other type of warning signal for the pro¬ 
tection of traffic at this crossing. This matter 
was referred to the Engineering department, 
with instructions to take it up with the rail¬ 
road company. 

A telegram urging protection at this crossing 
was received from Mr. Theron R. Palmer of 
Clearwater. 

REQUEST FOR MAINTENANCE OF ROAD 
26 IN PUTNAM COUNTY 

The Board received a request from the Board 
County Commissioners of Putnam County that 
Road 26 be maintained from the Alachua County 
line to State Road 100 at Putnam Hall, but it 
was denied, since the Board had adopted a policy 
of taking over no roads at this time except where 
previously obligated. 

ST. LUCIE COUNTY—REIMBURSEMENT 
FOR ACCESS ROADS 

The delegation from St. Lucie County comprised 
Messrs. R. L. Hayes, County Road Superintendent, 
Raymond Ford, County Attorney, and Jimmie 
Barry, County Commissioner. 

Mr. Ford referred to the Resolution from the 
County Commissioners which had been filed with 
the Secretary, and which requested the Depart¬ 
ment to reimburse St. Lucie County for the cost 
of constructing driveways and access roads to 
86 pieces of property along Road 5, found neces¬ 
sary in acquiring the right of way for said road, 
said costs being in the total amount of $6,823.87, 
and he described the nature of the work and 
stated that practically all of its involved work 
within the Department’s right of way. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board approved payment in the 
sum of $6,500 to the county as full payment of 
the cost of the work done within the right of 
way of the Department. — 0 

REQUEST FOR QUIT CLAIM DEED TO 
LAND IN ST. LUCIE COUNTY USED 
FOR FLORIDA STATE MARKET 
AT FT. PIERCE 

Consideration was given to a request from the 
Commissioner of Agriculture, signed by H. E. 
Carter, Attorney, that the Road Department issue 
a quit claim deed in favor of the State Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Board, covering a strip of land 
for right of way and easement purposes in con¬ 
nection with the Florida State Market at Fort 
Pierce, Florida. The matter was referred to the 
Division Engineer for a field examination of the 
property involved and his recommendation. 

SPECIAL TURNOUT AT MOTOR COURT 
NEAR ST. AUGUSTINE 

Mr. Warren W. Sine, owner of the Blue and 
White Motor Court on U. S. Highway 1 about 
one mile north of St. Augustine, appeared before 
the Board and asked for consideration in mak¬ 
ing provision for entrance into his place of 
business. He advised the Board that his court 
is on the east side of the road, and because of 
the heavy traffic those coming down from the 
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north could not safely slow down to cross over 
to his side of the road, resulting in a loss of 
business to him. His request was that he be 
given permission to build, at his own expense, 
a strip of pavement about 8 or 10 feet wide and 
100 feet long on the west side of the highway, 
where a car could pull off and stop and wait 
until it would be safe to cross the traffic to the 
east of the road and enter his motor court. He 
was advised that the Division Engineer would 
investigate the situation and recommend action. 

TRAFIC CONDITIONS IN SOUTH 
MIAMI 

Mr. Fultz filed two letters he had received 
from the City of South Miami with reference to 
road construction and widening, parking and 
other traffic condiitons in and along U. S. High¬ 
way No. 1 through said city. 

66 KV ELECTRIC TRANSMISSION LINE 
ALONG ROAD 5 BETWEEN LAKE 
PARK AND JUPITER, PALM 
BEACH CO. 

The Board received the application of Florida 
Power & Light Company for permission to relo¬ 
cate, operate and maintain a 66 kv electric trans¬ 
mission and 13 kv electric distribution line along 
a portion of State Road No. 5 between Lake Park 
and Jupiter in Palm Beach County, Florida. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the application was approved and the 
Chairman authorized to grant the permit. 

QUIT CLAIM DEED ISSUED TO 
FENTON JONES 

The Board reviewed the request of Mr. Fenton 
Jones of Sopchoppy, Florida, for a quit claim 
deed to the approximately 48-foot strip lying 
west of the right of way at the northern end 
of Walker Bridge on State Road 30, Wakulla 
County for which he offered the sum of $200. 
Upon the recomendation of the Division En¬ 
gineer, motion was made by Mr. Campbell and 
seconded by Mr. Fultz, and the Chairman was 
authorized to execute such deed in favor of Mr. 
Jones.

idians an unshakeable human loyalty. 
Perhaps no where in Florida is he 
more loved than in his native Cal¬ 
houn County. 

He opened his campaign there and 
ended his state-wide ‘‘thank you” 
tour in the county. So let’s make a 
little visit to Blountstown, county 
seat of Calhoun County, and see what 
the folks back there think of Gover¬ 
nor Warren. 

They recall how Warren, as a boy, 
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used to run a mile or two a day to 
keep in trim trying to become a boxer. 
He never developed into a pugilist, 
but his running ability came in 
mighty handy, they will tell you, by 
getting him elected to the governor¬ 
ship. 

The mention of Governor Warren’s 
boyhood days around Blountstown 
brings broad grins or chuckles from 
any of his old friends who knew him 
as a chubby little fellow “skeeting 
around town in short pants and shirt¬ 
less, ” and as full of vim and vigor 
as a youthful edition of Popeye, the 
sailor. 

His childhood energy, his enthusi¬ 
asm, the force with which he attacked 
a problem and fought to attain a goal, 
constitutes a Calhoun County tradi¬ 
tion. 

Most of his former schoolmates and 
older acquaintances cannot recall the 
first time they saw the Warren broth¬ 
ers doing some kind of a task that 
was bringing in a few nickles and 
dimes to keep the hard-pressed War¬ 
ren family going. 

“Fuller Warren worked from the 
time he was big enough to climb on 
a bicycle,” J. H. Bailey, storekeeper 
will tell you, in recalling that he 
gave the new governor his first job 
that amounted to anything in the 
way of a salary. 

Warren’s job at Bailey’s was as 
a free-lance meat salesman and de¬ 
livery boy. 

Other citizens remember how Ful¬ 
ler used to box with John Charles 
Griffin, who still lives there, when 
they were boys, for the entertain¬ 
ment of Saturday afternoon crowds 
and the extra “pocket change.” 

Pirrong Grayson, a childhood chum 
of Warren’s, remembers him as a 
hard driving little fellow who would 


never say die. A fellow who would 
“do anything and keep right on at 
it, if it meant that he’d reach a goal 
set up in life.” 

Other folks remember how Warren 
used to display his forensic powers 
when only an elementary school boy. 

Joe Atkins, for 20 odd years a 
Calhoun County game warden, could 
easily take credit for helping Fuller 
get along the road toward being one 
of the State’s most entertaining 
speakers. 

Atkins used to give Warren a dime 
or so to get him to make a speech. 
Others recall how “Fuller would hop 
onto the back of any wagon that was 
handy and talk to a fare-you-well. ” 

All this took place in Calhoun 
County a long time ago. Most of Cal¬ 
houn Countians who could get to 
Tallahassee on inauguration day wit¬ 
nessed the inauguration of their fa¬ 
vorite son. 

The former plough boy, grateful to 
the people for electing him their gov¬ 
ernor, had this to say on May 26, 
the day after the second primary: 

“I am humbly grateful to the peo¬ 
ple of Florida for the great and chal¬ 
lenging opportunity to serve which 
has been given to me. 

“I rededicate myself to four years 
of consecrated service to the people 
of this State. I reaffirm the platform 
on which I sought the governorship 
of Florida. 

“I always shall be grateful to the 
thousands of friends who bore the 
brunt of the campaign. They have 
caused friendship to have a new and 
deeper meaning for me. I shall ever 
strive to be worthy of their faith and 
friendship and confidence. 

‘ ‘ Any bitterness that may have 
been engendered in the campaign will, 
I hope, soon pass away. All of us 
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are children of the same Creator and 
bound together by the kinship of all 
mankind. That we may work together 
in fraternity and friendship for the 
betterment of all Florida is my earn¬ 
est hope. 

‘ ‘ For the great task which lies 
ahead I ask not only the cooperation 
of all the people of Florida, but their 
prayers as well, I need God’s guid¬ 
ance in this great undertaking for 
good government in Florida. Only 
with the help of Him ‘who doeth 
things well’ can we hope to make 
our State government more of a bless¬ 
ing and less of a burden.”

C. Y. Griffin, Howey-ln-The Hills 
citrus expert, who accompanied War¬ 
ren said : “ I’ve known Fuller since 
the time we waited on tables together 
at the University of Florida, but I’m 
never quite prepared for the big hit 
he makes every time he delivers a 
speech. He certainly ‘wowed’ ’em in 
California.” 

Governor Warren took a look into 
Southern California’s success in at¬ 
tracting tourists. He talked with Don 
Thomas, director of the All-Year Club 
of Southern California, the club most 


responsible for bringing nearly 6,000,- 
000 tourists—who spend an estimated 
one billion dollars—to Southern Cali¬ 
fornia during the past two years. 

Governor Warren also gained in¬ 
formation about many things — 
schools, roads, pensions, public utili¬ 
ties and others—which should prove 
helpful during his administration. 

In Hollywood, the film capital, he 
consented to make a short movie, deal¬ 
ing, in humorous fashion, with the 
citrus rivalry between Florida and 
California.

Following the successful establish¬ 
ment of the Savannah mills under the 
direction of Alexander Calder, presi¬ 
dent of the corporation, he resigned 
to create the Florida Pulp and Paper 
Company at Pensacola. Operations 
started in 1941 with a daily capacity

Paper Company mill. In 1946 he 
negotiated a consolidation of the 
Florida Pulp and Paper Company 
with the St. Regis Paper Company. 
The Alabama mill was brought into 
the merger two years later. 

With the addition to this “ Kraft 
Center” in Northwest Florida of a 
modern multiwall paper bag factory, 
with an annual capacity of 500,000,- 
000 bags, there was created an inte¬ 
grated operation without parallel in 
its field, backed by 425,000 acres of 
company owned and controlled tim- 
berlands. 

As a director of the St. Regis Paper 
Company, and president of the Flor¬ 
ida Pulp and Paper Company and 
the Alabama Pulp and Paper Com¬ 
pany, Allen has carried management 
responsibility for all these Southern 
holdings under the leadership of Roy 
K. Ferguson. To these responsibilities 
have now been added the duties of 
vice chairman of the board. 

Allen was born in Neodesha, Kan., 
November 19, 1880; the only son of 
Lottie V. Jones Allen and Patrick C. 
Allen. He has one sister, Mrs. Hetty 
Mae Taggart. His childhood home was 
Pine Bluff, Ark., where he graduated 
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from high school in 1899. In 1902 he 
married Lutie Ella Laine. Of their 
three sons, James Laine Allen (1905), 
William Frank Allen (1910), and 
Robert Hayes Allen (1916), the elder 
two have passed on.

the present top post in the organiza¬ 
tion. 

Sam began his service with the De¬ 
partment in June, 1926. He has 
been with it continuously since then 
except for one year with the Louis¬ 
iana Road Department and three 
years of military service in World 
War II.
